On the inside front and back covers, I illustrate the 
first two intaglio multi-color prints issued by the BEP 
in their current “Defenders of Freedom” series.

Back in “the old days”, when the BEP was still print- 
ing cards which included money from “the real old 
days”, in 2001, for some reason I have never under- 
stood, four cards were printed twice: B-251, B-252, B- 
254, and B-257, both with and without an indication 
of the numismatic show at which they were issued. I 
have chosen—rightly or wrongly—to treat the unti- 
tled cards as variants, i.e., “A” of the originals. So, if 
you don’t have them (their original issue was more 
or less a “secret” and missed by many) and should 
come across them, please note they are not “errors”! 
They are scarcer than the titled cards. 


On a similar note, I have never understood why the 
Secret Service, or whomever, stopped the printing of 
the “money” cards. I can’t believe someone would 
except them as “real” currency in this day and age— 
when current paper money is held to the light 
and/or tested with a “pen”. I do know that the result 
was a downer for membership when we lost paper 
money collectors who also collected those cards!

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TWO MEMORIAL BOOK DISCOVERIES—2 Greg Alexander 


The second book of "Me ~morial Addresses," printed 





in 1883, was written by Samuel S. Cox, a congress- 
man from New York. This is a hardbound edition, 
with gold foil lettering on the cover. Though the title 
page indicates it was published in Washington, DC, 
there is no mention of the publisher. 


Cox was a long-serving representative, first elected 
in 1856-1864 from Ohio and later from New York 
from 1868-1889 with two breaks in service, one for a 
year as U.S. Ambassador to Turkey. Cox was appre- 
ciated by colleagues for his sense of humor, which 
was apparent in several other books he authored. 


MEMORIAL: ADDRESSES

His “Memorial Addresses” is 86 pages and also uses 3 aOnt-1888. 
a vignette of the Capitol building as a frontispiece, ) 
though a different view. In addition, it contains six 
portraits: Smithsonian Secretary Joseph Henry, tele- 
graph inventor Samuel Morse (this portrait appears 
on B38), Senator Stephen Douglas, House Speaker 
Michael Kerr, Senator George Houston, and Senator 
Benjamin Hill. Unlike Anthony’s book, all of these 
engravings bear the BEP My ogi The Hill portrait 
has clever Easter egg: “Hatch, sc.” appears in micro- 
lettering on the paper Hill holds in his lap — courtesy 
of Bureau engraver Lorenzo Hatch. 
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Though each book makes use of Bureau engravings, 
I believe the difference is that the Anthony book 
contains portrait-vignette cards, while the Cox book 
uses commemorative cards. As described in the 
SCCS numbering system catalog: to curry favor, the 
BEP supplied these portrait-vignette cards to politi- 
cians, who in turn gave them out to supporters as 
souvenirs. Typically these cards included facsimile 
autographs, while the commemorative cards had 
titles printed in a script font. 


The Stephen Douglas portrait is an object example. 
Interestingly, Douglas, who died in 1861, was the 
subject of an official Congressional memorial book, 
produced by the Government Printing Office. 
However, the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
had not yet been established, so at that time 
engraved portraits were not included in the early 
books. Charles Burt later engraved a portrait of 
Douglas, which appears on an 1872 U.S. Treasury 
certificate of deposit. This is the same portrait 
included in both books. The one in Anthony’s book 
bears a signature; the Cox version has a printed 
title. 


There’s no clear explanation for the different por- 
trait formats. Perhaps during the eight years 
between the books “autograph cards” fell out of 
fashion. Anthony’s book very likely had a much 
smaller print run and he may have purchased or 
obtained a small number of cards himself and had 
them tipped in, whereas Cox probably had his pub- 
lisher work directly with the Bureau. At this point 
we can only speculate. 


Both Cox and Anthony died in office (Cox in 1889) 
and were themselves the subjects of official memor- 
ial books, containing engraved portraits (with BEP 
imprints). I show them here for reference, though, 
of course, these portraits were not included in the 
private books, since the authors were still living. 
Ironically, Cox’s portrait in his own memorial book 
is an autographed portrait-vignette card. 


I have a short addendum to the Memorial Book 
story. Paul Melnick informed me that a later version 
of the Anthony book exists, which includes an addi- 
tional speech and portrait of Vice President Henry 
B. Wilson. Wilson died in January 1876, just after 
the first printing, so Anthony must have tacked this 
on a few months later. The portrait Anthony added 
is the same as the one in Wilson's official memorial 
book; it's also a signature card, but this one includes 
the BEP imprint. 
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I am also including an enlargement of Hatch’s secret 
signature on the Benjamin Hill portrait in the Cox 
book. G.A.

ial to the SCCS numbering system that had not pre- 
viously been included. Of special interest is / was the 
incredibly handsome work previously produced for 
paper money fairs/bourses in England and The 
Netherlands. At least one of these events was partic- 
ipated in by our own BEP (B-183), in 1994. 


I was primarily interested in showing the intaglio 
designs of the material, and yes, as member-friend 
Michael Padwee notes, some of the material shown 
actually has printed text on the reverse side. 


I would have liked to have printed the VR-sized 
scans in color, as I find them beautiful, but it was cost 
prohibitive. Perhaps, some will appear on the cover 
color pages of future issues of this Journal. 


I am under the impression that there was some ani- 
mosity between the security printers and the IBNS 
organization (from which I have NOT been able to 
get any response to my requests for information) 
concerning the subsequent “sale” of what they had 
contributed “free”. As a result, it is my understand- 
ing that “tickets”, “samples”, or whatever, are no 
longer offered. Anyone know? 


One of the items I listed, IBNS-15, was produced 
from a security firm I had never heard of before. 
Hence, I offer the following from the WEB: 


“Walsall Security Printers Limited is a privately held 
company engaged in the printing of security materi- 
als. The company was incorporated in January of 
1966 and has its registered headquarters in the city of 
Walsall in the United Kingdom. Walsall Security 
Printers prints stamps such as self-adhesive and 
gummed stamps; stamp books, devices containing 
one or more panes of unused stamps; presentation 
packs, which contain gummed or self-adhesive 
stamps in single or multiple sets; and special stamps 
with feature designs for an event celebration. The 
company operates as a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
International Security Printers Limited, a printing 
business incorporated in March of 2004. In addition, 
Walsall Security Printers is affiliated with Aspinall 
Holdings Limited, a holding company that takes 
controlling and supervisory measures as well as pro- 
vides technical and scientific management holding 
services to its operating companies and enterprises, 
including the local units.”

Another “note” (6”x 3”) that I did not include is this 
one which, to the best of my knowledge, is purely an 
advertisement, for a TV show, disguised as an item 
of “value”. I do not know if it its distribution had any 
relation to IBNS. It is NOT engraved and I have no 
idea who printed it. It is green and black. 


TRADITION AND PROGRESS 


The history of the banknote dates back to the Tang dynasty in China about 600 A.D. In time 
this method of payment reached Europe and Sweden was one of the first countries to adopt 
the idea. In 1656 a former merchant from Amsterdam, Johan Palmstruch, received a licence to 
start a discount and lending bank in Stockholm. When this establishment started to issue credit 
notes in 1661 these were the first true banknotes in the world. 

In June 1755 King Adolf Fredrik sanctioned the founding of Tumba Bruk. One of the biggest 
problems at that time was the counterfeiting of banknotes. However, the Riksens Standers 
Bank (the forerunner of the Bank of Sweden) had a solution to this. Banknotes were to be 
printed “on a special and individual paper” which would be difficult to imitate. Tumba 
Bruk had come into being 

“OF THIS STRENGTH AND SECURITY” 
Tumba Bruk is one of the few companies in the world with an integral production of security 
paper and security printing. The company is owned by the Bank of Sweden — the oldest 
central bank in the world — and it is the Bank that vouches for its legal and economic stability 

In 1970 the banknote printing works of the Bank of Sweden was incorporated with its paper 
mill. In this way Tumba Bruk could expand into what it is today: an integrated production unit 
where the complete process from paper to finished security document is handled by one and 
the same company. : 

Both buyers and sellers of security printing and security paper are well aware of the im- 
portance of this unbroken safety link — from design, origination work, paper making, print- 
ing, finishing and stocking right up to the final delivery. All business is carried out in the 
spirit of the motto of the Bank of Sweden “Hine Robur et Securitas” —”OF this Strength and 
Security”. 


This is the text from the back of the AB Tumba Bruk 
card that was on the front cover of the last issue. 


Mike also noted that the B-W pair on the inside front 
cover were also prionted as two separate sheets with 
a small border and used for a calendar in 1985. 
Obviously the De La Rue pair on the inside back 
cover had been used as separate sheets (IBNS-5, 9, & 
10). The three B-W Sir Issac Neton sheets (IBNS-1-3) 
are in different colors, which you can’t tell in a b&w 
illustration.

bears the IBNS logo. I hesitate to incorporate it into 
my listing until I can ascertain how many 
others / other years are involved.

6 October 1985, Portals, an 
English banknote paper mak- 
ing company, “Established 
1712”, provided a fold-out por- 
folio (cover, opposite; insides, 
following page), 8.25”x12” 
folded. It describes the history 
of the paper making firm from 
its founding by Henri Portal, a 
French Hugenot, who fled per- 
secution and came to England. 


There was a Society Annual 
Dinner which included a menu 
souvenir (right) which featured 
an actual Brazilian bank note 
on both sides (right). It mea- 
sures 8.5”x8”. There is no indi- 
cation of a printer. The only 
engraving work is the bank 
note(s). 


The card is blue-colored stock, 
blue lettering, with a dark-blue 
band around the note(s). 


According to the text, an 
award is given out each year, 
presented “to a member of the 
Society who has most signifi- 
cantly contributed to the bet- 
terment of the hobby in gener- 
al or the IBNS in particular 
during the previous 12 
months.” The award is a 
Highland “Quaich”, a shallow 
drinking cup originating in 
Scotland. 


I have designated these two 
items as IBNS-1A & IBNS-1B 
(see page 3).
